IN ORDER to get a ruling from the United States civil serv- 
ice commission on the question of whether an employe of 
th$ government could also be a dues paying member of the 
Socialist Party, Walter Lanferaiek, Socialist Party executive 
secretary, wrote to the comrniaaion, explaining the method of 
organization of the party. 

The letter received in reply, which is published in full, 
makes it clear that employes in the civil service may be mem- 
bers of the Socialist Party, snd» cannot be discharged or dis- 
criminated against because of each membership. 

The letter is signed by Joan A. Mcllhenny, president of 
the commission, and is ss follows : 

"This Commission is in receipt of your letter of February 
5, 191 5, asking whether an employe in the civil service may be 
a dues-paying member of a political party. 

"In reply your attention is invited to the inclosed circular 
of this Commission relating to political assessments and polit- 
ical activity and especially to sections 44 to 56 thereof. The 
provisions of the criminal code quoted in the sections men- 
tioned prohibit the solicitation or receipt of political contribu- 
tions by a Government officer or employe from any other 
.Rn«»mmwt officer r»r ^mnloye the solicitation or receipt of 
pAxixtJl coniiii»aii-.us in f etlefaV BwMtftflfJf : 'v-y \i.v/ -Derail 
whether or not a Government eificci or employe ; discrimina- 
tion against an officer or employe for giving or withholding, 
or neglecting to make any political contribution ; and the pay- 
ment of a political contribution by one officer or employe to 
another officer or employe. 

"There is nothing in the civil service law, rules or regula- 
tions to prohibit a Government employe from making a vol- 
untary contribution for any political purpose, provided that 
such contribution is not made to a person who is in the serv- 
ice of the United States and is not made'in a Federal building.

$10.00 monthly from this stats. 
Where there Is now left a email 
sum for campaigns, atata conven- 
tions, correspondence, literature, 
printing, etc., we la Vermont would 
have nothing, aad would ba com- 
pelled to assess. Tha 140.00 collec- 
ted (Maine $11.00. New Hampshire 
$15.00. Vermont $10.00) would all 
go for salary. Aa income from HOP 
members (total In tho three states) 
would amount to $06-41 monthly, 
leaving $5.4$ after paying secreta- 
ry's salary, for office supplies, duo 
atemps. secretary's expenses while 
ant organising. Aa organiser would 
take a long organising trip and do 
a lot of important business on $6.45. 
Vermont la not la a position at pres- 
ent to carry on the work as It should 
ba because of lack of necessary 
funds, and If this burden of $10.00 
la added it would mean a constant 
assessment or the Vermont Socialist 
Party would go under. The present 
state committee has held monthly 
meetings to conduct the work In 
Vermont at no cost to the party. 
Any expense incurred has been met 
oat of their pockets. We feel that 
a combination of this kind would 
only create a Job for acme one at 
the expense and to th« detriment of 1 
testates .tnv<£*«d. Should the pro { 
posad cLange zm at.it U would be 
necessary to still maintain the pres- 
ent state machinery in order to com- 
ply with the requirements of state 
laws, also should the change be

In Lincoln, Neb., sells current at Sc 
per k. w. h.. which ia about half the 
price at which the average privately 
owned plant sells Its product. 
Nevertheless, It Is .the oplnlou of 
ona of Ita citizens. Joseph Burns, 
that current can ba manufactured 
for 6 mills per k. w. h., sold at 2c 
per k. w. h.. and pay more tran 6% 
on a liberal capitalization on the 
coat of the plant. Under proper 
management tt could be sold for 
manufacturing purposes, when the 
light load is not carried, for a cent 
and a quarter and still yield s 
profit 

This be believes could ba accomp- 
lished if the city hsd s monopoly of 
the electric light business In Lin- 
coln. The civic spirit In Lincoln 
did not waken until the city bad 
given away several street car 
franchises, some of which had elec- 
tric light privilege clauses In them. 
As a consequence there are now 
throe electric light plants in Lin- 
coln, one municipal and two private, 
and as It will be years before the 
city will have a monopoly of the 
custom. It will be soma time before 
tha extremely low rates ara mad* 
possible.

extent of service and the condttlona 
under which it is given, Is not only 
misleading, but unfair. 

"When the government purcbassd 
the Calgary exchange from the Bell 
Telephone Company, there were la 
the neighborhood of 1.000 subscrib- 
ers, the Initial business rate being 
$36, and Initial residence rate balag 
$26. the exchange limits for business 
phones being one-half mile and for 
residence phono one mile, with ex- 
cess mileage beyond these llmlta. 

"Under the present rates In Cal- 
gary, we have over 10,000 subscri- 
bers. The Initial business rata la 
$48. and initial resldenoo rata ltd. 
our exchange llmlta being a two-mile 
radius for both business aad res- 
idence phonos. Tho old Boll ptaat 
hss been replaced by modern auto- 
matic equipment vis., ths Btfowgar 
System, which, op to tha present 
time, has proved entirely ssAlataet- 
ory. In fact so satisfactory that I da 
not believe any one patroa would 
desire to revert to tha manual sys- 
tem."

war with Japan In 1904. The Russian revolution would not have oc- 
curred without that defeat It would have been made impossible for 

many year by a victory of Ttarlam If Prussia had been defeated In 

IMS Bismarck's ministry and the rule of the aristocracy which weighs 
like a nlght-mare upon Oermany to this day would have been swept 
away." 

These words throw light upon the present situation. Millions of 
lives aad trillions of property are being destroyed.

DEACE PROGRAM -THE TWO MAIN IDEAS 

By CAIL 0. THOaVSON 

IN THE stady of the wsr situation and the consideration of the problems 
Involved, two main Ideas emerge. The first Is the necessity of form- 
ulating a program that shall serve as a basis for united, concerted and 
constructive action on the part of all socialists and socialist organisations. 
The second is the necessity of federating the various peace forces, espe- 
cially the organized labor aad socialist organisations, and — so far as 
they may be made to serve In a genuine way to advance the Interests of 
peace — the non-socialist peace forces as well. i 
These two ideas have been In mind In all the work done by the various ! 
committees snd Individuals who have worked upon tbe party's peace' 
program. 

As to the necessity of a carefully formulated and comprehensive peace i 
program tor the Socialist party, we may say that up to the present time' 
the party does not .seem to us to have had an adeqr.at? proeram. A com- 
parison of all the resolutions and manifestos and programs Issued by the 
various national organisations of the party so far as the committee w^ae 
sble to collect them — and we have scores of them from 1878 dows to 
and including those of the present year — does not show either a 
very comprehensive or clear conception of Just what the program of the 
socialists shoul.l be And this Is true not only with reference to the Im- 
mediate crisis preripitat.il by the outbreak of war. but also with regard 
to the more general pn/Viems of the international organisation of tha 
> world.

THIS !.VK <>F a clear conception and especially the lack of agree- 
ment as to what should constitute the socialist program, was revealed 
iv. a most surprising ninnm r the moment we of tbe American socialist 
party began to discuss the question. Of the scores of letters and articles 
and communications both personal and published that have come to our 
attention, no two seem to agroo as to just what the party program should 
he We do not remember of a single subject thai has been up for discus- 
sion by tbe party during the latt fifteen years on which there has been 
such an utter lack of agreement anywhere as upon this subject. 

All of this serves to show how much we need a program aot only ia 
Europe but here In America as well. 

When people demand of us how we are going at It to yet our ideas 
In operation, we pride ourselves on being sble to point out quite definitely 
and In terms of exact measures and methods. Just how It is to be done. 
And so we should be able to do when people demand of us how socialism 
will bring peace upon the earth and how It will keep It. 

SO WE XEEH a 'peace program. The one suggested by the sub-com- 
mittee of the national executive committee, is offered as a beginning. — 
as a basis for study, criticism and revision. It waa not supposed for one 
moment by tbe committee that Its first draft would be final, or that It 
would be satisfactory to all elements in the party. On the contrary, it 
was aa effort to start the work by stating as nearly aa could he done 
what the position of the party was supposed to be. It waa understood. oZ 
course, that recasting and restating would follow until at least some de- 
gree of agreement were reached, to the end that the party may ultimately 
*ct before itself and the world, a concrete, constructive program for 
internationalism and peace. 

It Is a stern yet an inspiring task In which Socialism must attain 
even greater heights and broader conceptions than it haa yet ever had. 
We can afford to be patient and to take time.

Ib Oklahoma aad Texas ataay 
Socialist locals raise a crop for the 
benefit of the party. Some member 
donates the use of a small tract of 
land to the local. The member s 
organize a "hoe." plant the crop, 
take care of it dating the growing 
senson and harvest it when ready. 
Thta not only results In substantial 
additions to the cash la the treas- 
ury but serves as a good excuse to 
bring the members together several 
times during the summer season. 

A French Sertatlst servtnff hi 
Fort Irving was angered by some- 
thing that occurred and gave rent 
to his feelings by shouting: "Long 
live tbe Socialist Republic! Long 
live the International!"

collegiate Socialist Society, was the 
speaker aad Jesse C. Duke, State 
Secretary of the Socialist party, 
was chairman. The stadents seemed 
very much Interes t ed, hut the fac- 
ulty was conspicuous by Its ab- 
sence. The Solid Booth Is respond- 
ing to the propaganda la a very 
hopeful manner la many other 
States, notably Florida, Texas aad 
Ix>ulslana. 

The pollUrlaas and lawyers 
(which are almoat synonymous 
terms nowsdays) in Wisconsin are 
up against the same problem as are 
their brethren la Ohio. A couple of 
years ago. In the hope of making 
things nice and soft for themselves 
without Interference from the rabble 
snd to crush the partisan spirit of 
the Socialists, the old-party bosses 
snd Bar Association Jammed a bill 
through the Legislature providing 
for non-partisan judiciary election*. 
But now that the scheme hssn't 
worked out very successfully — ss 
the Socialists elected Dan lloan as 
City Attorney in Milwaukee — the 
powers that be wtll put another 
bill through the Legislature repeal- 
ing the non-partisan law. 

Meyer Leaden hears the distinc- 
tion of having made the first Social- 
ist speech In the famous Quaker 
Mdrting House In New York. Lon- 
don was Invited to address the 
Quakers and explain the position 
of the Socialists toward war, as they 
were somewhat In the dark on this 
point, thanks to the mlsrepresenta- 
Uons snd fabrications of the great 
metropolitan dallies. London ex- 
plained that Socialists are agalasS 
all wars of acgreasion and de- 
clared that the greatest tribute paid 
to the Socialists ts that the world 
Is disappointed that they did aot 
make a stronger stand against war, 
but no oae expects the church to 
do anything. "Socialists are de- 
nounced as irreligious aad enemies 
of society." he concluded, "yet the 
churches which have been preach- 
ing p«>ace for 2.000 years did aot 
have the courage to protest against 
m ar when the crisis came. The So- 
cialists were the only ones protest- 
ing against It The church Inter- 
preted the commandment. "Thou 
shalt not kill.' to refer to Individuals 
and t.ot wholesale murder."
